Dear Eric, 

I thought it about time I brought you up to date on a couple of things. 

First....! believe from the set that was for sale in CoinWorld in 

1961.1 have acquired the Quarter. It is a copy of the one I have! It 

is cast (injection molding) in pot metal or zinc or some other such base 
metal. It is an exact dulicate of mine, except that mine is worn and this 
one was made from an unc piece. I had heard 20 some years ago that there 
was another just like mine that had been seen some years before and that it 
was UNC. I believe it must have been from that piece that somebody made a 

mold.the riser and sprue are visible on the rim and the piece is .012 

inches less in diameter than mine. Also noticeable is that some of the 
fine detail visible on my piece is not anywhere as distinct on the copy, 
also a hallmark of a cast duplicate. 

I heard today from a firm in Chicago of a cast duplicate of the Lovett cent 

that was on the market in 1967.1 have no idea what happened to the 

piece.it was being offered by a Paul S. Seitz of Glen Rock, Pa. and 

was sent to John J. Ford to view.Ford's letter describes the elaborate 

casting back to Mr. Seitz. 

The Chicago firm has sent me some pictures of an Original and a couple of 

Haseltine restrikes.this is the first and only picture I have of an 

original. If possible I would still like to acquire a good high grade photo 
of you specimen. 

I have also acquired a Lovett store card for him as Die Sinker and Engraver 

dated 1860 which has Minerva on the obverse.gives me a piece of his 

original work.I probably paid too much but I am still glad to have it. 

Lots of littel things going on, perhaps too many to recount here....but over 
time as some of them pan out I will keep you informed. 

Keep in touch, I do think of you kindly and am thankful for you interest and 
help.

I have been in the hospital and as a result could not 
take care of your inquiry with promptness, 

I am returning herewith the 1763 over 2 Mexican Pillar 
dollar which you forwarded with your letter of March 10, 1969. 

Your particular attention is called to the fact that 
the rosette on the left side of the obverse of the coin is ex¬ 
tremely weak and is between two letters which are strong. This 
happens near the port of a casting. 

As you no doubt noticed, there are a substantial number 
of raised lumps adjacent to the RA and to the UE of ?TRAQUE 
and additional ones around the end of VNUM. 

The surface, generally, on both obverse and reverse, 
is web-like. The leaf design on the edge is quite weak. On 
the reverse, the dent above the left side of N in IND appears 
cast rather than direct. The entire coin has been heavily 
cleaned but, nevertheless, has black spots which are unnatural. 
The scratch along the tops of REX does not seem to be a natural 
scratch but a cast one and many other scratches are similar in 
appearance. There is substantial porosity in the edge opposite 
the Mint mark and the rosette next to it. This would indicate 
that the port for entry of metal was there. 

Under all the abofce circumstances we believe the coin 
should be rejected as a cast. 

There is no charge for our work but if you wish to 
contribute something to our research expenses that is entirely 
up to you.

We received your January 8, 2002 letter and will try to clear up a few things as 
best we can. 

What you state about the metrology books and pamphlets is not clear to us. You 
only state that there is no catalog of them and that you will forward all in your 
possession. This seems vague. Someone must know where George’s tangibles at his 
abode or elsewhere were placed after his death. You told me that the scales were placed 
with an auctioneer near Springfield. There is no need to list the metrology books 
individually but merely tell us about how many there are or how many boxes of them you 
may locate. 

As to the items appraised by Mr. Katz there is only one item which is confusing 
as to its presence, namely item 123. He appraised it so he must have seen it. His 
comment that it was not located must have been made earlier so it must be there. 

You may add #56 to my summary of your list of unlocated items as I only 
included in my summary 19 such unlocated items and it should be 20. 

A suggestion we have to try to clear up any what is there problem is to pack the 
scales, etc. in containers now and create packing slips using the Mallis-Katz numbers on 
the packing slip for each container. That will tell you what is in each container. I assume 
each physical item is identified with the number on the list Mallis prepared. Send us 
copies of each slip after that is done. The containers need not be sealed at that time. Your 
memo provisions as now written do not make it clear as to what happens about any 
shortages if they occur. This should be further clarified or provided for. 

As to item 3 g in your memo we called your attention to that typo in item 2 of our 
October 5, 2001 letter, ft has not been corrected yet. 

Please let us hear from you promptly as our last letter was not answered for 3 
months.

About 195^» Jacob Newman Spiro, a 
numismatist of Maplewood, New Jersey possessed two warrants, dated 
17 and 20 August 1748, that had been issued by Robert Hunter Morris, 
the chief justice of colonial New Jersey. (Source: Professor Ken¬ 
neth Scott, Counterfeiting in Colonial Pennsylvania . New York, 1955. 
pp. 60, 64, and notes 21,287 and 29 at same). These warrants 
authorized spacious powers of search towards the arrests of John 
McNeal, Jacobus Vanetta, John Kinney, and some twenty other accused 
counterfeiters. I wish to acquire duplicates of these manuscripts 
in connection with my dissertation on the origins of the right 
against unreasonable search and seizure, 597-1791. 

Mr. Spiro is now deceased. Mr. Herbert Ochs, Spiro's son-in-law, 
however, believes that John Connors, now deceased, of Plainfield, New 
Jersey became the next owner.

Thank you for the inclosure of a copy of the tentative 
draft of the certification procedures in your February 10, 
1972 letter. In accordance with your request made in the 
aforementioned letter, I am enclosing a Xerox copy of the 
suggestions that I sent you on June 12, 1971. 

The tentative draft came as a severe shock. The 
procedures seem unworkable to me even though they are 
patterned after those used by the American Philatelic 
Foundation which you said in your July 19, 1971 letter had 
been very successful in authentication work. 

With rule 8 ANACS would^only be providing a 
certification service in tne A iense, i.e., providing a 
certificate. My dictionary, Webster’s New Wor ld, gives the 
preferred or number 1 definition of "certified” as follows: 
vouched for, or guaranteed. Mr. Hancock’s articles in 
T he Numismatist led me to believe that a "true" certification 
service would be provided (See, for instance, page 295, 

March, 1969: "On a coin such as those shown here, the cost 
for the authentication would be probably $3 ... a very 
modest price for c ertainty .") 

Even if a guarantee were provided, I would think twice 
about submitting for authentication (because of rule 9 ) any 
coins worth over $200. The money lost in case of damage or 
loss to one of these might better have been spent on a 
stereoscope of my own. 

If the safeguards against counterfeiting the 
certificates are merely a photograph of the coin and 
signatures of ANACS officials, then the certificates would 
appear to be easier to counterfeit than the coins they are 
meant to protect. (See my suggestion 1 of my June 12, 1971 
letter). 

The service is too expensive for items valued at $10 
and less. My suggestion 3 , which in your July 19, 1971 
letter you said you liked, could remedy this. In fact, I 
think, that if the money collected for ANACS were totally 
spent in putting my suggestion 3 into practice, it would be 
a much better investment than for the service as tentatively 
considered.

Dear Diana: 

I have recently acquired an unusual item to write up for Equilibrium . It is a coin 
scale with an entirely unknown label so far as I know. It is British made and adapted for 
American use and seems too be the first coin scale for use everywhere in America. There 
are coin scales of British origin for specific separate areas such as New England, 
Pennsylvania or New York, but none earlier for all of the colonies, or for all of the states 
after independence, I believe. 

It has an interior pasted-in label converting English and Portuguese gold coins 
by weight into "dollars and cents" on the left side and French and Spanish gold coins by 
weight into " dollars and cents" on the right side. No coin denominations are mentioned, 
only numerical tables of weights and values. The term "United States" is not mentioned. 
This was the language of the first legal tender laws of the United States passed February 
9, 1793, April 30, 1802 and April 10, 1806 as to British and Portuguese gold coins being 
worth 27 grains per 100 cents and French and Spanish gold coins worth 27 2/5 grains per 
100 cents. The label relates to these ratios. 

The box containing the scale is 5 3/4" long, 2 5/8" wide and 7/8" deep. The two 
sides of the box are curved and smooth. The front and back sides are smooth as is the 
bottom. The box (except for the lid) is one solid piece of wood with three irregular 
openings drilled and cut out, two to hold the weights and one for the scale. It was lined 
with blue gray paper. The lid is decorated with pressed in floral designs 5/8" long and 
3/16" wide. The design is repeated around the perimeter and with two parallel vertical 
panels in the center. There is a flat horizontal clasp which connects to a loop rising from 
the front lip of the box through the lid and there was another clasp which is now missing. 
The brass pans are 1 5/8" in diameter suspended by three green strings each. The iron 
beam is 4 1/4" long with cylinder shaped additions of 5/16" diameter to hold the 
suspension links. 

The weights have an elevated side view of a lion facing left inside a rectangular 
depression. The pennyweights are marked with circles from 1 to 6 and all of the weights 
are rectangular or squarish brass. 

I am sending such sketched detail as I can. Any information you can give me 
would be helpful and most appreciated. Any further questions you have I will try to 
answer. If a similar clasp from an old scale box is available that would be great as I 
remember you once had a box of missing parts. 

Evelyn and I are fine and send you our best wishes, remembering the wonderful 
visit to your home outside Newcastle long ago. We recently went to the Scilly Islands 
on a cruise and the garden was sensational as was the ship museum. We had wonderful

The design on 
the top of the lid is partly visible on the photos but it is a clear black embossment all 
around as shown on the drawing I previously sent. 

The weights are all brass, the larger with the raised animal side view facing left. 
They are 1 @ 6 dwts, 5 @ 5 dwts, 3 @ 3 dwts, 4 @ 2 dwts, and 3 @ 1 dwt., plus 2 
pharmaceutical weights. No grain weights. 

The type for the label was available in both England and America so the label 
could have been printed in either place. What is your thought? 

I need your help in describing the support for the pan hangers and your help in 
dating the equipment. The beam is iron with flat sides. It has a thin top and bottom. The 
support holders are 11 mm diameter discs and cut out underneath to fit over the top of the 
flat beam. A horizontal pin is driven through the center of the discs to the other side. 

The top link of the suspension for the pan strings is slipped over the pin and then the pin 
when going through is hammered into the far side. The suspension is thus protected as 
you show in your article in EQM. The pin is hammered flat on both sides of the circular 
faces of the cylinder. I believe each disc is held in place only by the slot in the disc being 
pressed or heated onto the beam. The beam may be notched underneath to make room 
for the horizontal pin, but I cannot see in there. What do you think?

You have submitted to us what purports to be a 
l6?li Carolina Elephant Token for our opinion. 

The piece weighs 119% grains and has a specific 
gravity of 8.53* A genuine coin should have a specific 
gravity of 8,9. This piece is of soft metal md can be \ 
readily bent between thumbs. It is a very crude electro¬ 
type and the gray soft metal fill shows on the edge and 
slightly on the obverse surface. The piece is made up by 
joining together two separate electrotype discs, one for 
each side. The 5°^der line is particularly evident on the 
reverse from 11 o'clock clockwise to 3 o'clock. There are 
raised splotches on the obverse field which are not found 
on genuine coins and are only found on casts and electros 
due to heat* These splotches, in this case, apparently 
arose from the attempted fusing of the two parts together. 
The color of the surface is clearly of plating copper 
rather than the impure copper from which the coins were 
originally made* You will also notice a prominent split 
on the edge, near SOD. 

The piece is worthless and is returned here¬ 
with.

I am writing to suggest that your 1967 edition of THE EARLY PAPER 
MONEY OF AMERICA would appear to be in error on page 19 in listing 
Nicholas Gilman of New Hampshire as a signer of the United States 
Constitution of 1787, as well as a signer of currency of the State 
of New Hampshire in 1775, 1776 and 1777. 

It may seem improbable to you but, solely relying on the reference 
in your book and with respect for your international reputation as 
an authority in this field, I flew to New York for the purpose of 
purchasing Lots 424, 431 and 434 of the Harmer and Rooke sale of 
May 29, 1974. These were Nicholas Gilman items which I did buy at 
the sale. 

This week, while collating my collection of signers of the United 
States Constitution, I found that the Biographical Directory of 
the American Congress, United States Printing Office Edition of 
1961, page 948, lists Constitution signer Gilman's date of birth 
as August 3, 1755. In Hampton Carson's Volume I of History of the 
Celebration of the One Hundredth Anniversary of the Constitution of 
the United States, page 146, signer Gilman is reported to have been 
born in 1762. Whichever is correct, he would have been no more than 
20 years old at the time of his purported signing of New Hampshire 
paper currency. 

Carson (supra) does state that Constitution signer Nicholas Gilman 
"was the son of Nicholas__Gilman, Treasurer of the State of New 
Hampshire". Thus, it would appear that we have confused father and 
son. 

One of my reasons for writing is to suggest that if my conclusion is 
correct, your next edition be revised. Next, to let you know that 
people do rely, at considerable financial exposure, upon your written 
word, and that accuracy is of extreme importance. (I spent over $500 
for the Gilman items, in addition to air fare and other expenses.)

Jack Friedberg asked me to reply to your letter of April 8th 
as I have done a lot of the editorial work on the paper money 
book. 

Thank you very much for sending copies of your past letters 
offering corrections for the paper money book. We have spent 
considerable time checking all of our files and cannot find 
your original letters. I remember receiving them and remember 
making notations to make the changes you suggested but somehow 
your file must have been inadvertently misplaced or lost and 
the corrections were never acted upon. Now that you sent the 
copies of your suggestions we can definitely go ahead and 
amend the next edition of the book. 

Herewith is a rundown on the corrections we are making in 
accordance with your suggestions. We no longer have a dust 
wrapper on the book, but rather, enclose a promotional piece 
which essentially contains the same information as was used 
on the dust wrapper. Although the words "valuates" and 
"evaluates" are synonymous, we will use "valuates" only 
in the future for consistency, as you suggest. Please see 
the copy enclosed of this promotional piece for the corrections 
you indicate in your letter of suggestions. 

Enclosed please find a new text for sections 1 and 2 on pages 
9 and 10 of the book. I would appreciate your critique on this 
revision. 

I agree with you on all of the suggestions except two, the one 
on gold certificates g.nd the one on the 3<t fractional currency 
of 1869. 

I believe the statement in section 1 in the book about gold 
certificates being valid and legal tender still applre£ today. 
Although they were not legal tender from 1933-1964, I believe 
they regained their legal tender status in 1964 since they are 
now legal to own and may be exchanged by banks or the govern¬ 
ment for current paper money. However, I intend to write to 
the Treasury Department for their opinion. Do you agree? 


■ Book Publishers ■ Manufacturers and Distributors of Medals and Accessories for Coin Collectors 
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With regard to the 3<t fractional currency of 1869, also in 
section 1—although 1869 is the final year of its issuance 
and technically not an identification, I believe it is per- 
missable for us to use it as we have in the book since it 
conveys the meaning simply and clearly. We could have 
eliminated the date 1869 and had the sentence read ’’the 3<t 
fractional currency note is still able to buy a 3<t postage 
stamp,” but it would not have conveyed the point that a note 
that was issued over 100 years ago is still worth its face 
value today. 

With regard to your request for a copy of the 7th edition of 
the book, we have sent you one of these which you should have 
received by now. I am sorry that the book was a little marked- 
up, but it was the best copy we had available as the 7th 
edition has been out of print for sometime. With regard 
to the false and altered coins which you ask that we give 
to your organization, we need them ourselves for educational 
purposes. We show them to our new coin department managers 
as part of their training to instruct them in how to spot 
false and altered coins. So we are not able to part with 
them at this time. 

At the present time we are not prepared to insert new material 
in the book relating to the 1815 issue or the counterfeits of 
large size bills and fractional currency. 

In response to your query about what specific changes were 
made in the 8th edition in addition to prices, please be 
advised that there were only minor editorial changes made 
in the text. The pricing, of course, was completely revised 
because of the tremendous upsurge of interest and the boom 
in auction sales in recent times. 

In conclusion, thanks again for being persistent and re¬ 
sending your excellent suggestions. Thanks to you, we can 
now correct mistakes and thus improve the book. If you 
have any more constructive criticisms, please, by all means, 
send them to us. We value your knowledge and judgment very 
highly and share your desire to further the education of the 
public with regard to paper money.
